Light and tumshino cnrry strength 


with Ihoiii, and nro groat aids in bring- 
ing buok health and strength. Tho beat 
way is to turn Uio bod with Iho bond 
towards the window, if thia can bo douo 
without the bod bnlng too nonrtho wiu- 
dow. 
If tlii'i cannot bo douo, n.so» 


Horoon, or U' thoro is no wercen to bo 
'hail, u Rommou ulolhon horse that tuiu 
bo found In nny house will do. Drupe 
this with a hit-go Hliuwl or anything that 
is convenient, making U look as well an 
possiblo for tho snko of the patiuitt, na u, 
Hiok person enjoys having Bomothinp- 
ploiuiuit to look at. This suroen will 
Wiade the eye.i of the pnllcnt and pro- 
vent tho air from blowing directly on 
the bed, and thu room can bo kept per- 
fectly fresh and eool without danger to 
Iho patiout. 


Do not think thai air Is necessarily 


pure because it is euol, or impure bo- 
uauso It Is warm. Arrange tho windows 
according to the condition of tho pa- 
tient. A patient with inuumonia, or 
many of tho lung trotMet, cannot bear 
the Name amount of aiv as a fever pa- 
tient. 


If tlio weather is cool, havo n board 


mndo six inches broad nnd jiibt tho 
Hiuue width as tlio window, so that 
it will lit tho groove that tho window 
ulidos in. Put tliis iu below tho window, 
lotting tho sush rest upon it, and thu 
room will bo ventilated without danger 
of tho air blowing ou the patient. 
Or 


frames, one 
six inches broad and 


another ten or twelve inches broad, 
wide enough to lit the groove for tlio 
Bush and covered with llaimel, aro ox- 
eolleut to use as ventilators, Tho air 
loses much of its dampness in passing 
through Itho llannel. 
With care, tho 


room can bo kept purl'eetly fresh with- 
out danger to the piitiuiU, and do not 
forget that your patient ueod.s fresh air 
both day ami night. Bo much for ven- 
tilation only. 


Ask the doctor if the patient can have 


a great deal of fresh air. If ho saya 
"xcH,"pul extra covers on tho bed, no- 
eurding to the temperature, put some- 
thing light and warm about tho head, 
leaving the face exposed, if tho patient 
can bear it. If not, throw something 
ovor tho head-board and put it down 
over tho patient HO that it will not 
touch the face; thift is not often neces- 
sary, as most peoplo oan bear tho nu- 
ami onjoy it. When tho patient ia 
properly eoverotl, op«u all the windows 
wide, leaving them open ten or h'fteeu 
minutes ifjthu patient fl faco is not cov- 
ered. Jf it is, loavo them open a shorter 
lime, or your patient may feel stifled. 
I'atienls should not be left alone whilo 
the windows aro open, but the mirso 
will lined to dress as for going out of 
doors In order to stay with them. Keep 
Uio palii-nt'H feet and 
Ihnbs warm. 


Close the windows and lot thu air warm 
a little before taking oil' any of tlio 
covers; uncover tho face first, and tako 
oil'the oilier covers ivs the room gets 
warmed. This ran bo done two or lliroo 
timos a day and is very refreshing. 
Whrm patients arc arranged for tlio 
night, it often quiets arid soothes them, 
if rostlt'Hi, and helps thorn ID sleep 
bolter. 


For convalescents and uorvous peo- 


ple who are able to bo partly or wholly 
drcssi-d, put them on a couch, covering 
them sullicienlly, or ilresa them us for 
driving, place them by an open win- 
dow (iu llio sun, il possiblo), ami lot 
thorn remain for half an hour or moro 
once or twice a day. Be sure tho doors 
aro closed so that there will bo no 
draughts. 


This way of giving th» patient ait- 


may soom dangerous lo those not ac- 
customed to it, but your physician will 
tell you whether it can bo done with 
s'lfutv. It often works wonders, as 


«s«i asm wreid it. If you uso a 


class tube waaSi il «a »"»n M possible, 
as it Is nun* «•* tasily cleaned than 
if left to dry, and 'it is ready for use 
when.noxt wnnted. 
Have a cloth on tho bureau and wash- 


stand; it will preserve them from marks 
and lesson tho noise when anything is 
sot on them. 
. . . . . 
These things may seem of slight im- 


portance, but they all tend to a neat and 
orderly room. 


It is very dinicult to clean the carpet 


in a sick-room, but much oan be done 
\iy keeping everything picked up thati 
is loose on tho lloor, A damp cloth 
pinned over a broom and brushed light 
ly under tho bod will take up the dust, 
while a damp ololh in tho hand will 
servo tho same purpose in other parts 
of tlio room. 
Always dust tho room 


every day with a cloth, and remember 
that a clean, well-aired and sunny room 
will help tho patient back to health.— 
Massachusetts General Hospital Gradu- 
ate, in Boston Transcript.
